War Department Proposes 


to Give Reward to In- 


dividual Efficiency 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—A sys- 


tem of pay for national guard offi- 
cers and men which will reward in- 
dividual efficiency has been prepar- 
ed by tje war department and soon 
will be submitted to that general 
staff and congress for approval, ac- 
cording to a letter received by Sen- 
ator Frank B. Kellogg of Minnesota, 
from Maj Gen Jesse 
Mel. 
Carter, 


,ch ef- of the military bureau. 


Gen Carter made known his plans 


in response to a request by Senator 
Kellogg for an opinion on the bill 
now before congress to increase the 
pay for national guardsmen to one- 
fourth the present pay of enlisted 
men. The armory pay plan, now in 
use, is declared by Gen. Carter to be 
unwieldly and unbusiness like. 


'The ex'sting plan," he said in his 


letter, "penalizes the efficient man 
who regularly attends drills and is 
denied pay because his organization 
sometimes fails to qualify because of 
the non-attendance of men who are 
not regular in the'r interest." 


Under Gen. Carter's new plan "a 


member of the guard will be .paid 
one-thirtieth of the present monthly 
pay of% man of corresponding grade 
in the army for each drill attended, 
the plan to provide that any change 
in the pay of the army to be corre- 
spondingly applied to the pay of na- 
tional guardsmen." 


The dr'll period will be one and 


one-half hours and there will be not 
to exceed five each month. Enlisted 
men will receive not less 8han $1 for 
each drill. Loss of all compensation 
for the month would result 
from 


failure to attend 60 per cent, of the 
drills or failure to perform other 
military service ordered by the sec- 
retary of war. 


Gen Carter further sa'd 
"Each 


officer 
would receive a 
certain 


amount of pay for each and every 
drill which he attends, provided he 
secures sufficient attendance of en- 
hsted personnel. It would afford him 
the privilege of increasing his pay 
by holding five drills. 


"Under the existing procedure he 


receives a' certain amount of pay 
when he attends forty-eight drills or 
even less; it gives him no reward for 
attending 
more than 
forty-eight 


^drills a year. 
Under the proposed 


plan he may receive pay for attend- 
ing sijtfy drills, which is none too 
many if progress, as an organiza- 
tion is to be secured "
